ALASKA COAL FIELDS. 


Trouble May Occur Because of the 
Government’s Proclamation. 

Unwilling to sit Idly by waiting the 
action of the government in opening 
the Alaskan coal lands, nearly 100 
citizens of Cordova left for the Bering 
river coal fields, near Katalla, 25 
miles east of Cordova, Alaska, where 
they intend to begin mining coal for 
the markets of that city and other 
Alaska towns. A subscription list was 
circulated. and liberal contributions 
were made for the purpose of financ- 
ing the expedition. 

It is the intention of the coal seek- 
ers to locate a mine and acquire’ vcal 
claims ‘which they will undertake to 
work at once without waiting action 
by the government. If the government 
objects the miners declare that It will 
be necessary to send a force of men 
to stop the operations. The expedi- 
tion left Cordova in four launches and 
a barge. .
